M a n i l a, July 13.—A copy of The In- 
depeudeiicia rt'ached M iiiila containing 
the speech which Aguinaldo made dur­ 
ing the recent celeb ration at Tarlac of 
the anniversary of the proc'laination of 
Filipino independence. In sub stance it 
was as follows: 
“ Filipino, b eloved daughter of the ar­ 
dent sun of the tropics, commended b y 
providence to the care of nob le » pain, 
b e not ungrateful to her salute who 
warmed y ou with the b reatli of her own 
culture and civilizatiou. 
“ It is true slie sought to crush thy 
aspiration for independence, as a loving 
mother oppo.ses separation forever from 
the daughter of her b osom. This b ut 
proves the ex cess of aff ection and love 
Spain feels tor thee. 
Fiiipiui, delicate 
flower of the east, scarcely eight mouths 
weaned from tlie b reast of thy mother, 
thou hast dared to b rave a great and 
poweful nation, such as is the United 
States, alter b arely organizing and dis­ 
ciplining thy little army . Yet we reply , 
we will b e slaves to none, nor allow 
ourselves to b e deceived b y soft words. 
Let us couriuue to defend our father­ 
land until mdepeudeuce is assured, for 
tins is jiLstice. 
“ VVe shall see at last that the great 
American nation will acknowledge the 
right whicli is on our side. 
That doc­ 
trine of the great Moliroe, that Amer­ 
ica IS for Americans, is not forgotten. 
Just as we affirm that the Philippines 
are for the Filipinos. Some states of 
the American Liiiuii have arisen iu our 
favor. 
Especially is tlve Democratic 
party convinced tliat b oth victors and 
vamiuished will lose precious lives. 
Thus mauy of the people and inauy 
statesmen censure Presideut AlcKiuley 
as mhuinan tor having ordered ins 
military represeutatives at Manila to 
seek lueau', to b ring ab out hostilities 
with the I ilipinos. 
“ These facts prjived that they wished 
to try us to see if we ai’e ab le to live up 
to the secoud color ot our b aimer, red, 
which signifies courage, heroism ami 
marty rdom.

T ro u b le Lay In th e P ension Law s. 
W ill So R e p o rt. 


W a sh in g to n, July 13.—The pension 
committee of the G. A. R.. which is 
here inquiring into pension measures 
and their administration at the invita­ 
tion of Commissioner Evans, practi­ 
cally closed its work. 
The committee 
spent some time at the pension bureau 
going over the decisions in a number of 
cases which have been cited in com­ 
plaints against the 
pension system. 
Members of the committee in advance 
of shaping their report declined to dis­ 
cuss the result of their labors, but it 
was understood no substantial founda­ 
tion had been found for the allegations 
against the work of the bureau, and 
whatever is recommended probably will 
be as to changes in the law itself.

ber. 


M a n ila , July 13.—A copy of The In- 
dependencia reached Manila containing 
the speech which Aguinaldo made dur­ 
ing the recent celebration at Tarlac of 
the anniversary of the proclamation of 
Filipino independence. In substance it 
was as follows: 
“ Filipino, beloved daughter of the ar­ 
dent sun of the tropics, commended by 
providence to the care of noble J?pain, 
be not ungrateful to her salute who 
warmed you with the breath of her own 
culture and civilization. 
“ It is true she sought to crush thy 
aspiration for independence, as a loving 
mother opposes separation forever from 
the daughter of her bosom. This but 
proves the excess of affection and love 
Spain feels for thee. 
Filipino delicate 
flower of the east, scarcely eight months 
weaned from tile breast of thy mother, 
thou hast dared to brave a great and 
powefui nation, such as is the United 
States, alter barely organizing and dis­ 
ciplining thy little army. Yet we reply, 
we will be slaves to none, nor allow 
ourselves to be deceived by soft words. 
Let us continue to defend our father­ 
land nutil independence is assured, for 
this is justice. 
“ We shall see at last that the great 
American nation will acknowledge the 
right winch is on our side. That doc­ 
trine of the great Monroe, that Amer­ 
ica is for Americans, is not forgotten. 
Just as we affirm that the Philippines 
are for the Filipinos. Some states of 
the American Union have ariseu in our 
favor. 
Especially is tim Democratic 
party convinced that both victors and 
vanquished will lose precious lives. 
Thus mauy of the people aud many 
statesmen censure President McKinley 
as inhuman tor having ordered his 
military representatives at Manila to 
seek means to bring about hostilities 
with tile F llipinos. 
“ These facts proved that they wished 
to try us to see if we are able to live up 
to the second color of our banner, red, 
which signifies courage, heroism aud 
martyrdom. 
Therefore, we should not 
resent this struggle with the Americans. 
In spite of their expressed desire to 
dominate all the Philippines, well con­ 
vinced are they that we fight with jus­ 
tice ana right on our side aud that au­ 
tonomy is all a show of deceit, only 
serving to save certain accumulated 
wealth. 
We have never concealed our 
aspirations, that we aspire but to inde­ 
pendence, that we will struggle on to 
obtain it, perhaps from those who are 
now our enemies aud tomorrow will be 
our allies as they were for the overthrow 
of the power of Spain. 
“ We might well accept this autonomy 
America offers, but what can we do 
with it if our ambition is liMcnemiencu 
audit’ we are to accept it 
to later 
overthrow by force of arm 
toe sov­ 
ereignty of America? As i believe it is 
the intention of the autonomists to 
make use of treachery ami deceit, we 
cannot accept such a procedure. 
We 
do not wish to be traitors afterward, 
i We wish to show our character of 
frankness and sincerity and nothing 
more. 
Let us avoid the example of 
those natives, who having at one time 
been colonists, accepted autonomy to 
enable them to make their work surer 
once everything was proposed. 
“ History has given as an example of 
this in recent events. 
Let us persist in 
oar idea, which is only the legitimate 
and noble aspirations of a people which 
is desirous at all cost to preserve its na­ 
tional honor spotless aud as pure as a 
crystal. Thus, then, there will not be 
a single Filipino autonomist. Those 
who are so are in the eyes of the people 
but time servers, fearful of losing their 
riches, threatened by the risks of war. 
“ FTlipiuos, let us be constant! Let 
us strengthen the bonds of our union. ” 
Aguinaldo concluded with calling for 
cheers for independence, the union of 
the FTlipiuos aud for the liberating 
army.

M a n i l a , July 13.—A copy of The In- 
dependeiicia reached M anila containing 
the speech which Aguinaldo made d u r­ 
ing the recent celebration at Tarlac of 
the anniversary of the proclamation of 
Filipino independence. 
In substance it 
was as follows: 
“ Filipino, beloved daughter of the a r­ 
dent sun of the tropics, commended by 
providence to the care of noble in pain, 
be not ungrateful to her salute who 
w anned you w ith the breath of her owu 
culture and civilization. 
“ It is true she sought to crush thy 
aspiration for independence, as a loving 
m other opposes separation forever from 
the daughter of her bosom. 
This but 
proves the excess of affection and love 
Spain feels for thee. 
Filipino delicate 
flower of the east, scarcely eight m onths 
weaned from tile breast of thy mother, 
thou hast dared to brave a great and 
poweful nation, such as is the United 
States, after barely organizing and dis­ 
ciplining thy little army. Yet we reply, 
we will be slaves to none, nor allow 
ourselves to be deceived by soft words. 
Let us continue to defend our father­ 
land until independence is assured, for 
this is justice. 
“ We shall see at last that the great 
American nation will acknowledge the 
right which is on our side. 
That doc­ 
trine of the great Monroe, th at Am er­ 
ica is for Americans, is not forgotten. 
Just as we affirm that the Philippines 
are for the Filipinos. 
Some states of 
the American L Ilion have arisen in our 
favor. 
Especially is tim Democratic 
party convinced that both victors and 
vanquished will lose precious lives. 
Thus mauy of the people aud many 
statesmen censure President McKinley 
as inhum an tor having ordered his 
m ilitary representatives at M anila to 
seek means to bring about hostilities 
w ith the Filipinos. 
“ These facts proved th at they wished 
to try us to see if we are able to live up 
to the second color of our banner, red, 
which signifies courage, heroism ami 
m artyrdom . 
Therefore, we should not 
resent this struggle with tile Americans. 
Iii spite of their expressed desire to 
dominate all the Philippines, well con­ 
vinced are they that we fight w ith ju s­ 
tice ana right on our side aud tnat au ­ 
tonomy is all a show of deceit, only 
serving to save certain accumulated 
wealth. 
We have never concealed our 
aspirations, that we aspire but to inde­ 
pendence, that we will struggle on to 
obtain it, perhaps from those who are 
now our enemies aud tomorrow will be 
our allies as they were for the overthrow 
of the power of Spain. 
“ We might well accept this autonomy 
America offers, but what eau we do 
with it if our ambition is lmk oemieace 
and if we are to accept it 
to later 
overthrow by force ol arm* (.rn .sov­ 
ereignty of America? As I in m w it is 
the intention of the autonomists to 
make use of treachery and a e -cit, we 
cannot accept sucli a procedure. 
We 
do uot wish to be traitors afterw ard. 
We wish to show our character of 
frankness and sincerity and nothing 
more. 
Let us avoid the example of 
those natives, who having at oue tim e 
beeu colonists, accepted autonomy to 
enable them to make their work surer 
once everything was proposed. 
“ History has given us an example of 
this in recent events. 
Let us persist in 
our idea, which is only the legitim ate 
aud noble aspirations of a people which 
is desirous at all cost to preserve its na­ 
tional honor spotless aud as pure as a 
crystal. 
Tiius, then, there will not be 
a single Filipino autonomist. 
Those 
who are so are iu the eyes of the people 
but time servers, fearful of losiug their 
riches, threatened by the risks of war.

Aguinaldo concluded w ith calling for 
cheers for independence, the union of 
the Filipinos aud for the liberating 
army.

In his early days Fred FnDston, the 
military idol of ITaDsas, does not seem 
to have borne the marks of a great 
man, nor have promised the career that 
DOW is making bis name a synonym for 
bravery and energy. 
A young lady of 
Denver who knew him in college de­ 
scribes him as a young fellow with 
ample individuality, but with nothing 
that made him stand out from among 
bis classmates as fitted to do great 
things. 
Every one knew him, for his 
characteristics were of the stamp that 
leave a lasting impression, but be was 
never a leader. 
A hard worker in class 
politics and in fraternity matters, he 
never was singled out for any high 
offices. 
He was an indifferent student 
and 
leaned 
toivard 
no 
particular 
branch. 
Nor did he ever take part in 
Btliletics, for he was too small for foot­ 
ball and too awkward for hasehall. 
In the days he was in Kansas univer­ 
sity, from 
to 
he was ungain­ 
ly in apjtearance and maladroit in all 
bis movements. 
This was due to his 
peculiar build, says the Denver Repub­ 
lican. 
He had broad shoulders and a 
large head, hut his feet and hands were 
so small as to lie almost deformed. One 
of his greatest tricks was to put on a 
girl’s glove, which, as a rule, he conld 
do exceedingly easily. 
His shoes were 
not more than 5,4, but this smallness 
of foot did not help him when it came 
to dancing. If there was an opportuni­ 
ty to slip and fai' he invariably took 
it, and, being of a 
rather sensitive 
spirit, suffered much agony of mind in 
coDseqnence. 
His height was 5 feet 2 
inches and led to bis acquiring any 
nnmber of nicknames bearing on bis 
diminutive stature. 
From his broad 
shoulders, big head and short, slim 
legs his friends called him “ Banty” — 
though they admitted at the time that 
he had none of the fighting qualities of 
that animal. In fact, he was inclined to 
be conciliatory and had what temper 
be was cursed with splendidly under 
control. 
The boys were particularly fond of 
tw itting him on his amatory episodes. 
Though not more addicted to that sort 
of thing than his friends, he bad his 
“ best girls,’’ whom be to o k to dances 
and on buggy rides in the conventional 
manner of young Romeo. On this score, 
for he made no secret of his doings in 
this regard, he was guyed unmerci­ 
fully 
He stood it all with a grit and 
seK command that showed the quality 
of the man, if not the size. 
He was not a ladies’ man in actions, 
hut was snch by spirit. 
Among the 
girls <tf the school he bad the reputa­ 
tion of being the most gallant and most 
sympathetic of all the college boys. 
In 
his every action he showed a feminine 
tenderness, which, however, he always 
tried to conceal, that made him attract­ 
ive to the opposite sex.

“ During the past week,’’ he writes, 
“ a Mr Velge. who for years has lived 
in nf» rthern Luzon in the employ of the 
Oriente Tobacco company, arrived at 
Hongkong from Aparri. 
Aparri is the 
port in northern Luzon from which the 
bulk of the Manila tobacco crop is ship 
ped te» the great factories in Manila 
Mr. Velge, who is an Englishman, in 
forms me that he has already thorough 
ly tested the soil with great success re­ 
garding the growth of Sumatra tobac­ 
co, and has concbisively i» roved that its 
introduction i.- t lacticahle. 
“ Mr. Velire had previously i)een eii 
ga*..'e<i ill Tol acc« » planting in .Sumatra, 
where the snil would pro<luce a crop 
only once in seven or eight year.s. In the 
experiments he made in the j)rovince^ 
of Cagavaii, Isabella and New Biscay 1h 
found tiiat the sttil would grow a crop 
every year, producing a leaf 15 iu< he- 
in length. It was even ascertained that 
the new soil was too rich, and that The 
old soil that has been under cultivation 
for some years produced a thinner and 
stronger leaf. Although the experiments 
were so eminently .successful, the whole- 
salecultivation of theHnmalra leaf was 
never undertaken because of the ob­ 
structive p(>licy of the Spanish regime. 
“ Mr. Velge estimates that one acre of 
this gronnd will produce from 6,000 to 
10,000 plants, or trees, as they are tech­ 
nically termed. One native is consider­ 
ed capable of planting and harvesting 
one acre. 
He is paid for his services in 
the cultivation of Manila tobacco about 
$10 (Mexican) for every 100 prunds of 
tobacco that is accepted by the ware­ 
houses. 
Thin means an income for hiui 
throughout the year of ah(» ut 25 cents 
(Mexican ) per diem. 
“ Of Cdur.se at the date of writing 
there is ahiiust nothing being done in 
the tobacco raising provinces, as the 
ports are closed and their markets are 
shut off 
Men with money who are on 
the ground when the country is thrown 
open and life and ¡irojierty are safe can 
realize large returns by investing in 
these rich tobacco lands; also in laying 
a railroad line 
through 
them from 
Aparri south. ”

CURIOUS JAPANESE IMAGE.

An ii/terestiiig relic of early Japanese 
hi.“tory has jnst been receive» ! at th» 
Church Missions House. Fourth avenue 
and East Twenty-second street. Now 
Y(» rk, from the Rev. A. D. (4ring. a 
missionary of the Domestic and Fonugn 
Missionary society of the Protestant 
Episcopal church,now resident in Kioto. 
Japan. 
The relic consists of a r» » ugh 
fragment of stone, like granite, out of 
which has been carved the form of a 
human or divine personage, which was 
apparently an object of worship in one 
of tne temples of the city 
In the process of digging a deep well 
for the use of St. Agnes’ Episcopal 
school, in Kioto, says the New York 
Snn, the workmen came npon this stout 
with its remarakble scnlptnre and care 
fully hoisted it to the surface. 
The 
stone itself, upon one side of which the 
image has been cut, is about three feet 
long and a little over a foot in diameter 
According to the Rev. Mr. Gring, the 
donor, the image is a sculpture of Suga 
wara-Michisane, who has been called 
the Cunfucius of Japan, and is not 1* s.- 
than 1,004 years old. Sngawara-Michi 
sane belonged to one of the most dis 
tingnished families in Japan, about tht 
ninth century of the Christian era, and 
was rendere» ! famous by the great in 
terest he t<»»)k in promoting the cause ol 
education amcng his people. Many tem 
pies were erected in his honor and stnci 
ents worship his spirit as the patron 
god of letters and literature.

H is C o lla g e M ate* K n ew Him a s a 
Y oung Man of P o te n tia litie s, b ot

sc r ib e s H im . 


In his early days Fred Funston, the 
m ilitary idol of Kansas, does not seem 
to have borne the marks of a great 
man, nor have promised the career that 
now is m aking bis nam e a synonym for 
bravery and energy. A young lady of 
Denver who knew bim in college de­ 
scribes bim as a young fellow w ith 
am ple individuality, but w ith nothing 
th at m ade him stand out from among 
bis classmates as fitted 
to do great 
things.

A hard worker in class 
politics and in fraternity matters, he 
never was singled out for any high 
offices.

branch. 
Nor did he ever take part in 
athletics, for he was too small for foot­ 
ball and too aw kw ard for baseball. 
In the days he was in Kansas univer­ 
sity, from 188S to 1891, he was ungain­ 
ly in appearance and m aladroit in all 
his movements. 
This was due to his 
peculiar build, says the Denver R epub­ 
lican. 
He had broad 
shoulders and a 
large head, but his feet aud hands were 
so small as to be almost deformed.

be conciliatory and had w hat temper 
he was cursed w ith splendidly nuder 
control. 
The boys were particularly fond of 
tw ittin g him on his am atory episodes. 
Though not more addicted to th at sort 
of thing than his friends, he had his 
“ best girls, ” whom he took to dances 
and on buggy rides in the conventional 
m anner of young Romeo. On this score, 
for he m ade no secret of his doings in 
this regard, he was guyed unm erci­ 
fully 
He stood it all w ith a g rit and 
seL com m and th a t showed the quality 
of the man. if not the size. 
He was not a ladies’ man in actions, 
but was such by spirit. 
Am ong the 
girls <if the school he had the re p u ta­ 
tion of being the most gallant and most 
sym pathetic of all the college boys.

What Funston did as a member of 
the Smithsonian institution, in Alaska, 
collecting flora of the country, living 
eight m onths alone in the m ountains 
on tallow; what he did in Cuba and 
in the Philippines are now thiice told 
history.

TOBACCO IN LUZON. 


A F ine Q uality of Sun ntrn L eaf Can 
Be Grown Near Aparri. 
In a letter to the departm ent of state 
at W ashington Consul General Wild- 
man at Hongkong points out certain 
possibilities in the Philippines. 
“ D uring the past w eek.” he writes, 
“a Mr Velge, who for years has lived 
in northern Luzon in the employ of the 
Oriente Tobacco company, arrived at 
Hongkong from Aparri. 
Aparri is the 
port in northern Luzon from which the 
bulk of the Manila tobacco crop is ship 
ped to the great factories in Manila 
Mr. Velge. who is an Englishman, in 
forms me th a t he has already thorough­ 
ly tested the soil with great success re ­ 
garding the growth of Sum atra tobac­ 
co, and has conclusively proved th at it^ 
introduction is practicable. 
“ Mr. Velge had previously been en­ 
gaged in tobacco planting in Sum atra, 
where the soil would produce a crop 
only once iii seven or eight years. In the 
experiments he made in tim p ro v in c e 
of Cagayan, Isabella and New Biscay ii* 
found tliat tile soil would grow a crop 
every year, producing a leaf lo inc be­ 
in length. It was even ascertained that 
the new soil was too rich, and that the 
old soil that has been under cultivation 
for some years produced a thinner and 
stronger leaf. Although the experim ents 
were so eminently successful, the whole­ 
sale cultivation of the S um atra leaf was 
never undertaken because of the ob­ 
structive policy of the Spanish regime. 
“ Mr. Velge estimates th a t one acre of 
this ground will produce from 6,000 to 
10,000 plants, or trees, as they are tech­ 
nically termed. One native is consider­ 
ed capable of planting and harvesting 
one acre. 
He is paid for his services in 
the cultivation of Manila tobacco about 
$10 (Mexican) for every IOO pounds of 
tobacco that is accepted by the w are­ 
houses. 
This means an income for him 
throughout the year of about 25 cents 
(Mexican) per diem. 
“ Of course at the date of w riting 
there is almost nothing being done in 
the tobacco raising provinces, as the 
ports are closed and their m arkets are 
shut off

In his early days Fred Funston, the 
military idol of Hansas, does not seem 
to have borne the marks of a great 
man, nor have promised the career that 
now is making his name a synonym for 
bravery and energy. 
A young lady of 
Denver who knew bim in college de­ 
scribee him as a young fellow with 
ample individuality, but with nothing 
that made him stand out from among 
bis classmates as fitted to do great 
things. 
Every one knew him, for his 
characteristics were of the stamp that 
leave a lasting impression, bat be was 
never a leader. 
A hard worker in class 
politics and in fraternity matters, be 
never wan singled out for any high 
offices. 
He was an indifferent student 
and 
leaned 
toward 
no 
particular 
branch. 
Nor did he ever take part in 
athletics, for he was too small for foot­ 
ball and too awkward for baseball. 
In the days he was in Kansas univer­ 
sity, from I SSS to 1*91, he was ungain­ 
ly in appearance and maladroit in all 
his movements. 
This was due to his 
peculiar build, says the Denver Repub­ 
lican. 
He had broad shoulders and a 
large head, hut his feet and hands were 
so small as to lie almost deformed. One 
of his greatest tricks was to put on a 
girl's glove, which, as a rule, he could 
do exceedingly easily. 
His shoes were 
not more than 5%, but this smallness 
of foot did not help him when it came 
to dancing, lf there was an opportuni­ 
ty to slip and fai1 he invariably took 
it, and, being of a rather sensitive 
spirit, suffered much agony of mind in 
consequence. 
His height was 5 feet 2 
inches and led to hie acquiring any 
number of nicknames bearing on bis 
diminutive stature. 
From his broad 
shoulders, big head and short, slim 
legs his friends called bim “ Banty” — 
tbongh they admitted at the time that 
he had none of the fighting qualities of 
that animal. In fact, he was inclined to 
be conciliatory and had what temper 
he was cursed with splendidly under 
control. 
The boys were particularly fond of 
tw itting him on his im atory episodes. 
Though not more addicted to that sort 
of thing than his friends, he had his 
“ best girls,” whom be took to dances 
and on buggy rides in the conventional 
manner of young Romeo. On this score, 
for he made no secret of his doings in 
this regard, he was guyed unmerci­ 
fully 
He stood it all with a grit and 
se), command that showed the quality 
f the man, if not the size. 
He was not a ladies’ man in actions, 
but was such by spirit. 
Among the 
girls of the school he had the reputa­ 
tion of being the most gallant and most 
sympathetic of all the college boys. 
In 
his every action he showed a feminine 
tenderness, which, however, he always 
tried to conceal, that made him attract­ 
ive to the opposite sex. 
He felt he was 
girlish. 
From long living on a ranch 
away from other boys he was more or 
less his mother’s boy. 
From her he 
gained his respect for women and his 
somewhat feminine ways. 
Above all things, he was a rebel and 
an innovator. 
He could not bind him­ 
self down to the regular routine of 
work and, as a result, was never suc­ 
cessful in his studies. 
He never grad­ 
uated, but left school at the end of his 
junior year. 
During the vacation of 
ais sophomore year—in the summer of 
1*89—Funston, 
with a party of 12 
other students from the University of 
kansas, came to Colorado and spent 
several weeks in Esto park, camping 
near Specimen mountain. 
It was a 
Hinting and fishing trip. 
The party 
went afoot from Georgetown, carrying 
all tents, ammunition and supplies on 
their backs. 
One little burro started 
out with them, but was sold before the 
destination 
was reached. 
Hunting 
mountain sheep was the chief occupa­ 
tion of the callipers. 
Every member of 
the party had killed his sheep but Fun­ 
ston. 
He was not to be outdone and start­ 
ed out to a canyon some 38 miles away 
He was gone three days from his com­ 
panions, but returned with his prize, 
a little I -year-old ewe. 
He was much 
grieved that it was not a buck. 
In 
telling of bis adventures afterward he 
explained the great difficulty with him 
as a hunter was the habit he had of 
stumbling and falling whenever he 
came within hearing distance of his 
game. He admitted that in order to get 
within range of the little sheep he 
brought back he had to walk for three 
hours in stocking feat over rocks and 
lava. 
Funston’s connection with the uni­ 
versity terminated in 1891, when he 
obtained a position on a geological sur­ 
vey party going to Arizona. 
There 
tvere three in the party and the Valley 
of Death was their destination: Hardy, 
thickset, Funston endured the priva­ 
tions of the trip, the lack of food and 
water, the excessive heat and the long.

TOBACCO IN LUZON. 


I .©af C an 
A F i n e t o n a lit y o f S u n e l m 
Ile G r o w u N e a r A p a r r L 
in a letter to the department of state 
at Washington Consul General VV i Id - 
man at Hongkong points out certain 
possibilities in the Philippines. 
“ During the past week.” he writes. 
“ a Mr Velge, who for years has lived 
in northern Luzon in the employ of the 
Oriente Tobacco company, arrived at 
Hongkong from Aparri. 
Aparri is flit 
port in northern Luzon from which the 
bulk of the Manila tobacco crop is ship 
ped to the great factories in Manila 
Mr. Velge. who is an Englishman, in 
forms me that he has already thorough­ 
ly tested the soil with great success re­ 
garding the growth of Sumatra tobac­ 
co. and has conclusively proved that its 
introduction i.- \ i activable. 
“ Mr. Velge had previously been en­ 
gaged iii tobacco planting in Sumatra. 
where the soil would produce a crop 
only once in seven or eight years. In the 
experiments he made in the province* 
of Cagayan, Isabella and New Biscay in 
found that the soil would grow a crop 
every year, producing a leat lo im lie- 
in length. It was even ascertained that 
the new soil was too rich, and that the 
old soil that has been under cultivation 
for some years produced a thinner and 
stronger leaf. Although the experiments 
were so eminently successful, the whole­ 
sale cultivation of theHnmatra leaf was 
never undertaken because of the ob­ 
structive policy of the Spanish regime. 
“ Mr. Velge estimates that one acre of 
this ground will produce from 6,000 to 
10,000 plants, or trees, as they are tech­ 
nically termed. One native is consider­ 
ed capable of planting and harvesting 
one acre. 
He is paid for his services in 
the cultivation of Manila tobacco about 
$10 (Mexican) for every IOO pounds of 
tobacco that is accepted by the ware­ 
houses. This means an income for him 
throughout the year of about 25 cents 
(Mexican) per diem. 
“ Of course at the date of writing 
there is almost nothing being done in 
the tobacco raising provinces, as the 
ports are closed and their markets are 
shut off 
Men with money who are on 
the ground when the country is thrown 
open aud life and property are safe can 
realize large returns by investing in 
these rich tobacco lands; also in laying 
a railroad line through 
them from 
Aparri south. ” 


C U R I O U S JA PA NES E IMAGE.

An interesting relicof early Japanese 
history has just been received at the 
Church Missions House. Fourth avenue 
and East Twenty-second street, New 
York, from the Rev. A. D. Gring. a 
missionary of the Domestic and Foreign 
Mi ssionary society of the Protestant 
Episcopal church,now resident in Kioto. 
Japan. 
The relic consists of a rough 
fragment of stone, like granite, out of 
which has been carved the form of a 
human or divine personage, which was 
apparently an object of worship in one 
of the temples of the city 
In the process of digging a deep well 
for the use of St. Agnes’ Episcopal 
school, in Kioto, says the New York 
Sun, the workmen came upon this stout 
with its remarakble sculpture and care­ 
fully hoisted it to the surface. 
The 
stone itself, upon one side of which the 
image has been cut, ie about three feet 
long and a little over a foot in diameter 
According to the Rev. Mr. Gring, the 
donor, the image is a sculpture of Suga 
wara-Michisane, who has been called 
the Confucius of Japan, and is not les- 
than 1,004 years old. Sugawara-Michi 
sane belonged to one of the most dis 
tingnished families in Japan, about the 
ninth century of the Christian era, and 
was rendered famous by the great in 
terest he took in promoting the cause of 
education among his people. Many tem 
pies were erected in his honor and stud 
ents worship bis spirit as the patron 
god of letters and literature.

Wu Ting Fang, who Is Chin.a’s en­ 
voy extraordinary and minister pleni­ 
potentiary ,

Sta tes, but also to Spain, returned to 
New York the other day on the St. 
Louis from his first visit to the court 
in Madrid. 
He w a s met at the pier by 
Chung Bao Hsl, the Chinese consul at 
New York, and w a s driven to the Chi­ 
nese consula te a t 20 W est Ninth street, 
where he had luncheon with the consul 
and severa l members of the Chinese le­ 
gation a t W ashington, who had come 
on to welcom e him back to America. 
^ The minister spea ks English fluently 
and surprised some of his hearers at 
the consula te by his keen observatiou 
of manners and custom s. 
When asked 
by a representa tive of the New York 
Sun how the Spanish people were ta k­ 
ing their defeat, he said: “ Speaking un- 
otllcially and only a s a quiet observer 
of the people while in Spain, 1 should 
sa y tha t the Spanish people fully real­ 
ize the m istake they made in g ettiug 
into a war with the United States. 
They are becoming reconciled to the 
new conditions, and the more Intelli­ 
g ent cla ss are ta king the matter philo 
sophically , feeling tha t In ha ving made 
the best defense possible In the circum ­ 
sta nces Spain had maintained her na­ 
tional honor.” 
“ Do the Spaniards think that It will 
take the United Sta tes long to sup 
press the insurrection in the Phdip 
pines? ” wa s asked, 
“ That is still a tender question with 
many of the Spanish people. 
They do 
not wish to predict trouble for the 
United States. 
But the Inability of 
the Sjiauish army in the Philippines to 
capture Aguiualdo’s forces leads many 
Spaniards to believe that the United 
Sta tes lias entered upon just a s difit- 
cult an undiTtaking a s Spain had on 
her hands a t the close of the war. 
Others, who seem to appreciate the 
greater ca pa city of the United Sta tes 
for succeeding in any military under­ 
taking, pivdict tha t it will be ea sier for 
the Uuitod Sta tes to restore order and 
tranquillity iu the Philippine Islands 
than it would have been for Spain to 
have quelled the insurrection. 
But. as 
I said, it Is a delica te question, and in 
otticial circles in Spain the matter was 
not discussed with me. 
One evidence 
of the pl'ilosophfcal manner In which 
the Spanish peoiile are accommodating 
tlieinselvt‘s mentally to the new sta te 
of afiair.s is the respect with which 
Americans 
are 
now 
treated 
every ­ 
where in Spain. There Is no such feel­ 
ing iu Madrid a g a inst Americans to­ 
day as there was during and at tlie 
close of the war. 
The fa irness with 
which the Spanish pri.soners, from Ad­ 
miral ( ’ervera down, were treat» Ml hy 
the Unit*‘<l Slale.s a uthorities is largely 
responsible for this return of good feel 
iug. 
The soldiers, a s they 
spi'cad 
among their people, told of iheir tre.at- 
luent, and it had a wholesome eifect 
witii those who formerly thought that 
the Americans, if victorious, would 
show little mercy .” 
Minister Wu said that It wa s his first 
visit to Madrid. 
He would have gone 
last y ear to present his credentia ls to 
the (pieeii regent, hut when the war 
broke out he thought the time inappro­ 
priate. 
He sent a representa tive to 
take charge of Chinese interests in 
Spain. 
The 
minister said 
that 
he 
would not visit Spain every y ear un­ 
less there should be some necessity for 
hi.s personal a ttendance at the court of 
Madrid. 
“ China’s interests with the United 
Sta tes are growing so rapidly .” con­ 
tinued the minister, “ that it will be 
necessary for me to siieiid most of the 
time at W ashington, 
Americans ait- 
beginning to realize the great commer­ 
cial value of a closer Intercourse with 
China. 
'I’he American trade in Chinn 
is increasifig fa ster in proportion than 
tiiat of the Lnglish, as was att('ste<1 by

Now. the only thing which surprises 
me is that 
American tourists, who 
aboiiiid in ail Luropcaii capita ls, do not 
go more freijueiitly to the orient.

Wu Ting Fang, who is Chiua’s en­ 
voy extraordinary aud m inister pleni­ 
potentiary, uot ouly to the United 
States, but also to Spain, returned to 
New York the other day on the St.

He was met at the pier by 
Chung Pao Hsi, the Chinese consul at 
New York, aud was driven to the Chi­ 
nese consulate a t 20 W est Ninth street, 
where he had luncheon with the consul 
and several members of the Chinese le­ 
gation at W ashington, who had come 
on to welcome him back to America. 
The m inister speaks English fluently 
and surprised some of his hearers at 
the consulate by his keen observation 
of m anners and customs. When asked 
by a representative of the New York 
Sun how the Spanish people were tak ­ 
ing their defeat, he said: “Speaking un 
officially and only as a quiet observer 
of the people while in Spain, I should 
say th at the Spanish people fully real­ 
ise the m istake they made in getting 
into a w ar with the United States. 
They are becoming reconciled to tile 
new conditions, and the more intelli­ 
gent class are taking the m atter philo­ 
sophically. feeling th at in having made 
the hest defense possible in the circum ­ 
stances Spain had m aintained her na­ 
tional honor.” 
“Do the Spaniards think th at It will 
take the United States long to sup­ 
press the insurrection in the Philip 
pines?” was asked. 
“T hat is still a tender question with 
many of the Spanish people. They do 
not wish to predict trouble for the 
United States. 
But the inability of 
the Spanish arm y in the Philippines to 
capture Aguinaldo’s forces leads many 
Spaniards to believe th at the United 
States has entered upon ju st as diffi­ 
cult an undertaking as Spain had on 
her hands at the close of the w ar 
Others, who seem to appreciate the 
greater capacity of the United States 
for succeeding in any m ilitary under­ 
taking, predict that it will be easier for 
the United States to restore order aud 
tranquillity iu the Philippine Islands 
than it would have been for Spain to 
have quelled the insurrection. 
But. as 
I said, it is a delicate question, and in 
official circles in Spain the m atter was 
not discussed with me. 
One evidence 
of the philosophical m anner in which 
the Spanish people are accommodating 
them selves m entally to the new state 
of affairs is the respect with which 
Americans are 
now 
treated every­ 
where iii Spain. There is no such feel­ 
ing in Madrid against Americans to­ 
day as there was during and at the 
close of the war. 
The fairness with 
which the Spanish prisoners, from Ad­ 
miral Cervera down, were treated by 
the United States authorities is largely 
responsible for this return of good feel 
ing. 
The soldiers, as they spread 
among their people, told of their treat­ 
ment, and it had a wholesome effect 
with those who form erly thought that 
the Americans, if victorious, would 
show little mercy.” 
M inister Wu said that it was his first 
visit to Madrid. 
He would have gone 
last year to present his credentials to 
the queen regent, but when the war 
broke out lie thought the time inappro­ 
priate. 
He sent a representative to 
take charge of Chinese interests in 
Spain. 
Tile 
minister said th at he 
would not visit Spain every year un 
less there should be some necessity for 
his personal attendance a t the court of 
Madrid. 
“China’s interests with the United 
States are growing so rapidly,” con­ 
tinued the minister, “that it will be 
necessary for me to spend most of the 
time at Washington. 
Americans are 
beginning to realize the great commer­ 
cial value of a closer Intercourse with 
China. 
The American trade in China 
is increasing faster in proportion than 
that of the English, as was attested by 
Lord 
Charles 
Beresford 
recently. 
Now, the only thing which surprises 
me is that American tourists, who 
abound in ail European capitals, do not 
go more frequently to the orient. 
I 
found iii tile hotels in London and 
Paris Americans who. year after year, 
take in the very same places in Eng­ 
land. France. Germany and Italy. 
I 
asked them why, after haviug seen 
these same places so often, they do not 
for a change go to Japan or China, 
where the customs, the people and the 
civilization are so different. One wag 
from New York said, ‘If all the Ameri­ 
can tourists should go to China and 
Japan for a change the European ho­ 
tels would have to close up.’ 
“Maybe when the trouble In the Phil­ 
ippines is over there will be a rush of 
tourists to your new possessions, and 
then Japan and China will receive the 
attention they deserve from the tour­ 
ists.”

Wu Ting Fang, who is C hina’s e n ­ 
voy extraordinary aud m inister pleni­ 
potentiary, 
not ouly to the 
United 
States, but also to Spain, returned to 
New York the other day on the St. 
Louis from his first visit to the court 
in Madrid. 
He w as met at the pier by 
Chung I’ao lls!, the Chinese consul at 
New York, and was driveu to the C hi­ 
nese consulate at 20 West Ninth street, 
where he hud luncheon with the consul 
and several m em bers of the Chinese le­ 
gation at W ashington, who had come 
on to welcome him back to America. 
The m inister speaks English fluently 
aud surprised some of his hearers at 
the consulate by his keen observation 
of manners and customs. 
When asked 
by a representative of the New York 
Sun how the Spanish people were tak­ 
ing their defeat, he said: ‘‘Speaking un­ 
officially and only as a quiet observer 
of the people while in Spain, I should 
say that the Spanish people fully real­ 
ize the m istake they made in getting 
into a war with the United States. 
They are becoming reconciled to the 
new conditions, and the more intelli­ 
gent class are taking the matter philo­ 
sophically. feeling that in having made 
the best defense possible in the circum ­ 
stances Spain had maintained ber na­ 
tional honor.” 
‘‘Do the Spaniards think that It will 
take the United States long to sup 
press the insurrection in the Philip 
pines?” w as asked. 
‘‘T h at is still a tender question with 
many of the Spanish people. 
They do 
not wish to predict trouble for the 
United States. 
But the inability of 
the Spanish arm y in the Philippines to 
capture A guinaldo^ forces leads m any 
Spaniards to believe that the United 
States has entered upon ju st as diffi­ 
cult an undertaking as Spain had on 
her hands a t the close of the war. 
Others, who seem to appreciate the 
greater capacity of the United States 
for succeeding in any military u n d er­ 
taking, predict th a t it will be easier for 
the United States to restore order aud 
tranquillity in the Philippine Islands 
than it w'ould have been for Spain to 
have quelled the insurrection. 
But, as 
I said, it is a delicate question, and in 
official circles in Spain the m atter was 
not discussed with me. 
One evidence 
of the philosophical m anner in which 
the Spanish people are accom m odating 
themselves m entally to the new’ state 
of affairs is the respect with wffiich 
Americans 
are 
now 
treated 
every­ 
where in Spain. There is no such fold­ 
ing in Madrid against Americans to­ 
day as there was during and a t the 
close of the war. 
The fairness with 
which the Spanish prisoners, from Ad­ 
miral Cervera down, were treated by 
the United States authorities is largely 
responsible for this return of good feel 
iug. 
The 
soldiers, as they 
spread 
among their people, told of their tre a t­ 
ment. aud it had a wholesome effect 
with those who formerly thought that 
the Americans, if victorious, 
would 
show little m ercy.” 
Minister W u said that it was his first 
visit to Madrid. 
He would have gone 
last year to present ids credentials to 
the queen regent, but when the w ar 
broke out he thought the time Inappro­ 
priate. 
H e sent a representative to 
take charge of Chinese interests in 
Spain. 
The 
minister said th a t 
he 
would not visit Spain every year u n ­ 
less there should be some necessity for 
ins personal attendance at the court of 
Madrid. 
‘‘China’s interests with the United 
.States are grow ing so rapidly,” con­ 
tinued the minister, “that it will be 
necessary for me to spend most of the 
time at W ashington. 
Americans are 
beginning to realize the great com m er­ 
cial value of a closer intercourse with 
China. 
The American trade in China 
is increasing faster in proportion than 
tiiat of tile English, as was attested by 
Lord 
Charles 
Beresford 
recently. 
Now, the only thing which surprises 
me is th at 
American tourists, who 
abound in all European capitals, do not 
go more frequently to the orient. 
I 
found in th e hotels in Loudon and 
Baris A m ericans who, year afte r year, 
take in the very sam e places in E n g ­ 
land, France. G erm any and Italy. 
I 
asked them why, after having seen 
these sam e places so often, they do not 
for a change go to Japan or China, 
where the customs, the people and the 
civilization are so different. 
One w ag 
from New York said, ‘lf all the A m eri­ 
can tourists should go to China and 
Jap an for a change the European ho­ 
tels would have to close up.’ 
“Maybe when the trouble in the P h il­ 
ippines is over there will be a rush of 
tourists to your new possessions, and 
then Jap a n and China will receive the 
itten tio n they deserve from the to u r­ 
ists.”

Ex-Minister Barrett Tells of His 
Government and Army. 


WHAT THE FILIPINOS EXPECTED.

W ith in 30 day s after h is arrival h e h ad 
taken over 2,000 Spanish prisoners and 
h ad practically gained control of all th e 
conntry of Luzon outside of Manila, 
leaving th a t city to our mercy . D uring 
th e latter p art of May and all of June, 
before th e arrival of our troops, h is re ­ 
lations w ith our forces 
were 
most 
agreeable. 
Th ere seemed to be no fric­ 
tion. Th ere was perfect understanding 
between A dm iral Dewey and h imself, 
alth ough th e former was careful to 
avoid form al recognition. 
No m atter 
w h at estim ate m ay be m ade of Agui- 
naldo’e personal ch aracter, th ere is no 
raaeon wh y truth ful credit sh ould not 
be given for w h a t h e actually did. C om ­ 
ing to M anila a t nearly th e same time. 
I witnessed th e beginning as well as 
th e developm ent of h is auth ority . 
T h e impression w ent abroad am ong 
th e masses of people th a t A guinaldo h ud 
arrived to establish an independent gov­ 
ernm ent and th a t th e A m ericans would 
assist h im. 
T h e actual w orking of h is 
governm ent under th e guns of our sh ips 
was sufficient evidence to th em of our 
approval. 
Prom one end of Luzon to 
th e oth er spread th e report th a t G en­ 
eral Em ilio Aguinaldo, th e exiled leader 
of^ th e form er revolution, h ad returned 
to*h is h ome under th e protection of th e 
sh ips of a nation called America, wh ich 
h ad gone to w ar w ith Spain, and would 
give th em freedom and independence a 
once. 
Th ese influences h ad a tre m e n­ 
dous effect. Before A guinaldo h ad been 
in Cavite a m onth h e not only h ad more 
soldiers th an h e could arm, h ut con- 
trib utionsof large sums of money , w ith 
unlim ited am ounts of rice and oth er 
Taw food supplies brough t in by th e 
people for th e support of h is army . 
From th is tim e on up to Feb. 4, IHOO. 
th e people from north to south in th e 
island of Luzon, as well as th ose in th e 
coast ports of th e Visay an group, were 
educated to believe th a t th ey were to 
h ave absolute independence. 
Th e evi­ 
dences to th e contrary in th e incantinic 
became known only to Aguinaldo, h is 
leader.-^, and certain portions of h is ar 
my . and were not made known to th o 
people. 
Here Aguinaldo may h ave first 
allowed h is personal am bition to « mf 
weigh th e good of h is followers and th e 
masses of po])ulatiou. 
Newsi'apor.s were starte<i, w ith Hie 
spot ial purjioHe of advancing bilipino 
interests, and noth ing was publish ed in 
th em wh ich suggested oth er th an abso­ 
lute independence. 
W h en th e natives, 
wh o did not ijuite understand wh y we 
remained so long in th e islands, asked 
th eir leaders for an e.xplanation, th ey 
were informed th at we were m aking 
preparatitins to dejiart, and th at it \vas 
only a (inesti<» n of 
tim e wh en th ey 
would be in full sway in M anila and 
elsewh ere. 
Th e government, wh ich was organiz­ 
ed h y Aguinaldo at Cavite and c<» ntin- 
ned first at Bakor ami later at Malol-s, 
developed into a much more elaborate 
affair th an it.s most ardent supporters 
h ad originally expected 
By th e middle 
of October, 
h e h a d assembled at 
Malolos a congress of IbO men. wh o 
would compare in beh avior, maiiiu': 
dress and education w ith th e average 
men of th e better classes of oth er x\-vi­ 
atic nations, jiussih ly including

Tlies;* men. wh ose sessions 1 
repeatedly at tended, conducted tbeiii

force of undersecretaries and clerk-,

RULING OF AGUINALDO. 


Ex-Minister Barrett Tells of His 
Government and Army.

Ex-M inister John Barrett has w ritten 
in The Review of Reviews for July th*- 
following article on A guinaldo’* gov­ 
ernm ent and army. He says 
After hi* arrival at Cavite in May. 
1898, Aguinaldo organized, with won­ 
derful rapidity, a provisional govern 
ment, and in a short tim e had an army 
which was capturing Spanish outposts 
w ith the frequency of trained regulars. 
W ithin 30 days after his arrival he had 
taken over 2,000 Spanish prisoners and 
had practically gained control of all the 
country of Luzon outside of Manila, 
leaving that city to our mercy. D uring 
the latter part of May and all of June, 
before the arrival of our troops, his re 
lations with our forces 
were 
most 
agreeable. 
There seemed to be no fric­ 
tion. There w as perfect understanding 
between Adm iral Dewey and himself, 
although the 
former was careful to 
avoid formal recognition. 
No matter 
w hat estim ate may be made of Agui- 
naldo’s personal character, there is no 
reason w hy truthful credit should not 
be given for w hat be actually did. Com­ 
ing to M anila at nearly the same time, 
I witnessed the beginning as w ell as 
the development of his authority. 
The impression w ent abroad among 
the masses of people that Aguinaldo had 
arrived to establish an independent gov­ 
ernm ent and that the Americans would 
assist him. 
The actual working of his 
governm ent under the guns of our ships 
w as sufficient evidence to them of our 
approval 
From one end of Luzon to 
the other spread the report that G en­ 
eral Em ilio Aguinaldo, the exiled leader 
o f4the former revolution, had returned 
to his home under the protection of the 
ships of a nation called America, which 
had gone to war w ith Spain, and would 
give them freedom and independence at 
once. 
These influences had a trem en­ 
dous effect. Before Aguinaldo had been 
in Cavite a month he not only had more 
soldiers than he could arm, but con­ 
tributions of large sums of money, w ith 
unlim ited am ounts of rice and other 
Taw food supplies brought in by the 
people for the support of his army. 
From this tim e on up to Feb. 4, 1899. 
the people from north to south in the 
island of Luzon, as well as those in the 
coast ports of the V isayan group, were 
educated to believe th a t they were to 
have absolute independence. 
Tile e v i­ 
dences to the contrary in the m eantim e 
became known only to Aguinaldo, his 
leaders, and certain portions of his ar 
my, and were not made known to the 
people. Here Aguinaldo may have first 
allowed his personal am bition to o u t­ 
weigh the good of his followers ami the 
masses of population. 
Newspapers were started, w ith the 
special purpose of advancing Filipino 
interests, and nothing was published in 
them which suggested other than abso­ 
lute independence. 
W hen the natives, 
who did not quite understand why we 
remained so long in the islands, asked 
their leaders for an explanation, they 
were informed th a t we were m aking 
preparations to depart, and th at it ny as 
only a question of tim e when they 
would be in full sway in M anila and 
elsewhere. 
The government, which was organiz­ 
ed by Aguinaldo at Cavite and c o n tin ­ 
ued first at Bakor and later at Malolos, 
developed into a much more elaborate 
affair than its most ardent supporter* 
had originally expected 
By the middle 
of October, 1898, he had assembled at 
Malolos a congress of IOO men, who 
would compare in behavior, manner, 
dress and education w ith the average 
men of the better classes of other A si­ 
atic nations, possibly including 
the 
Japanese. These men. whose sessions I 
repeatedly attended, conducted them 
selves with great decorum and showed 
a knowledge of debate and parliam en­ 
tary law that would not compare un 
favorably w ith the Japanese p arlia­ 
ment 
The executive portion of the gov 
em inent was made up of a m inistry of 
bright men, who seemed to understand 
their respective positions. Each general 
division was subdivided with reference 
to practical work. 
There was a large 
force of undersecretaries and clerks, 
who appeared to be kept very busy w ith 
routine labor 
The army, however, of Aguinaldo 
was the marvel of his achievements. He 
had over 20 regim ents of comparatively 
well organized, well drilled and well 
dressed soldiers, carrying modern rifles 
and am m unition. 
I saw many of these 
regim ents executing not only regim en­ 
tal but battalion and company drill 
with a precision that astonished me 
Certainly as far as dress was concerned 
the comparison w ith the uniform of our 
soldiers was favorable to the Filipinos 


I hey were officered largely, except in 
the higher positions, w ith young m oi 
who were am bitions to win honors and 
were not merely show fighters. The peo­ 
ple in all the different towns took great 
pride in this arm y 
Nearly every fain 
ily had a father, son or cousin in it 
W herever they w ent they roused enthn 
siasm for the Filipino cause 
The im- 
pressiou made upon the inhabitants of 
the interior by such displays can be 
readily appreciated 
Aguinaldo and 
his principal lieutenants also made fre­ 
quent visits to the principal towns and 
were received w ith the same sarnestness 
that we show in greeting a successful 
president. 
A long w ith the arm y there was a Red 
Cress association, at the head of which 
were A guinaldo’*

tion, he gave some of the details of it 
to a reporter of the N ew York Journal, 
who found him in his workshop. 
“ My experim ents are practically com 
pleted,” said Mr. Edison, “ and within 
a few weeks we w ill have motor bicy­ 
cles and tricycles in the roads here­ 
abouts. 
I have been working on the 
motor for several months, and it now 
fulfills all my expectations. The French 
naphtha m achines w ill not he in the 
same class with mine, and the inven­ 
tors w ill hang their heads with dis­ 
gust when the one which is now being 
completed is 
placed beside those of 
French make. 
The mechanism of my 
machine is far more practical.

whole affair w ill be lighter.” 
“ W ill it takea person experienced in 
electricity to run your m achine?” was 
asked. 
“ Not at a ll.” exclaim ed the 
great inventor. 
“ Anybody can run it 
without the slightest danger.

Mark Twain was the guest of the 
Wbitt friars club in London the other 
evening. 
It is a literary club founded 
by Lr. Johnson, and Mark Twain was 
made an honorary member of it a 
quarter of a century ago. On this oc­ 
casion the chair was taken by Poult­ 
ney Bigelow, while, in addition to 
Chauncey Depew, the company was 
representative of literary and journal­ 
iz e Loudon. 
The 
toast of “Our 
Guest” was proposed in very eloquent 
terms by Louis F. Austin of The Illus­ 
trated London News, and in the course 
of some humorous remarks he referred 
to Hie imaginary woes of the “Friars,” 
as the members of the club style them­ 
selves. Mark Twain’s reply was in his 
happiest vein, and the New 
York 
World correspondent sent the follow­ 
ing verbatim transcript of ids speech 
as the only way of conveying an ade­ 
quate idea of its effect. 
He said: 
-Mr Chairman aud Brethren of the 
Yow—In whatever the vow is, for al­ 
tin alg Ii I have been a member of this 
dub for five and twenty years, I do 
not know any more about what that 
vow is than Mr. Austin seems to. But 
whatever the vow is. I do not care 
what it is. 
I have made a thousand 
vows. 
There is uo pleasure compar­ 
able to making a vow in the presence 
of men who appreciate that vow, in 
the presence of men who honor and 
appreciate you for makiug the vow 
and men who admire you for making 
the vow'. 
There is only one pleasure 
higher than that and that Is to get out­ 
side aud break the vow. 
A vow is al­ 
ways a pledge of some kind or other 
for the protection of your own morals 
and principles or somebody else's, aud 
generally, by the irony of fate, it is for 
protection of your own morals. 
"Hence we have pledges that make 
us eschew tobacco or wine, and while 
you are taking the pledge there is a 
holy influence about that makes you 
feel you are reformed and that you can 
never be so happy again in this world 
until—you get outside and take a drink. 
"I had forgotten that I was a mem­ 
ber of this chil). It is so long ago. But 
now I remember that I was here five 
and twenty years ago and that I was 
then at a dinner of the YVhitefriars 
club, and it was in thos^ old days when 
you had just made two great finds. All 
this London was talking about uothing 
else than that they had found Living­ 
stone and that tile lost Sir Roger Tich- 
borne had been found—and they were 
to mg him for it.

TORPEDO INDICATOR. 


C o n t r i v a n c e T h a t F o l l o w s the Sila­ 
stic a n d L i g h t s t p Its Location. 
Joseph R. Holmes, inventor of what 
is known as the torpedo indicating light, 
arrived at New York on the steamship 
Monglian from Glasgow and will at 
tem pt to interest the government at 
Wash ington in his discovery. 
“ But I 
ain not at all selfish,” said Mr. Holmes 
at the Grand hotel the other night to a 
New York Times reporter. 
‘‘I like 
America and the Americans, and if I 
can render the Am erican navy a serv 
ice I shall he glad to do so. 
“ My invention consists of a small 
conical canister containing a special 
chemical. This is placed in the tube of 
a torpedo, and previous to the firing the 
canister is perforated and ie im m ediate 
Iv brought into contact w ith the water 
This contact forms a gas which, on 
coining to the surface, bursts into a 
brilliant flame, and as the torpedo pro 
ceeds under w ater the location is in<3i 
cated by a flame. 
“ When the torpedo is exhausted and 
becomes stationary, it is easy to locate 
it by the indicating light and t o recover 
it independent of the depth of water 
As torpedoes are very costly, my inven 
tion proves a m atter of great economy 
The system has been adopted by the 
governments of G reat Britain, C h.Ie. 
Italy and the A rgentine Republic.’

“Filipino, beloved daughter of the ar­ 
dent BUU of the tropics, commended by 
providence to the care of noble ;s>paiu, 
be not ungrateful to her salute who 
warmed you with the breath of her own 
culture and civilization. 
“It is true she sought to crush thy 
aspiration for independence, as a loving 
mother opposes separation forever from 
the daughter of her bosom. 
This but 
proves the excess of affection and love 
Spain feels for thee. 
Filipino delicate 
flower of the east, scarcely eight months 
weaned from tile breast of thy mother, 
thou hast dared to brave a great aud 
poweful nation, such as is the United 
States, alter barely organizing aud dis­ 
ciplining thy little army. Vet we reply, 
we will be slaves to none, nor allow 
ourselves to be deceived by soft words. 
Let us continue to defend our father­ 
land until independence is assured, for 
this is justice. 
“ We shall see at last that the great 
American nation will acknowledge the 
right which is on our side. 
That doc­ 
trine of the great Monroe, that Amer­ 
ica is for Americans, is not forgotten. 
Just as we affirm that the Philippines 
are for the Filipinos. 
Some states of 
the American I uion have arisen in our 
tavor. 
Especially is the Democratic 
party convinced that both victors and 
vanquished will lose precious lives. 
Thus mauy of the people aud many 
statesmen censure President McKinley 
as inhuman tor having ordered his 
military representatives at Manila to 
seek means to tiring about hostilities 
with the t llipinos. 
“ These facts prayed that they wished 
to try us to see if we are able to live up 
to the second color of our banner, red, 
which signifies courage, heroism ami 
martyrdom. 
Therefore, we should not 
resent this struggle with the Americans.

the intention ot the autonomists to 
make use of treachery aim deceit, we 
cannot accept such a procedure.

do not wish to be traitors at ter ward. 
We wish to show our character of 
frankness and sincerity and uoihiug 
more. 
Let us avoid the example of 
those natives, who having at one time 
been colonists, accepted autonomy to 
enable them to make their work surer 
once everything was proposed. 
“ History has given us an example of 
this in receut events. 
Let us persist in 
our idea, which is only the legitimate 
and noble aspirations of a people which 
is desirous at all cost to preserve its na­ 
tional honor spotless and as pure as a 
crystal.

In his early days Fred Fnnston, the 
m ilitary idol of Kansas, does not seem 
to have borne the marks of a great 
man, nor have promised the career that 
now is m aking bis name a synonym for 
bravery and energy. 
A young lady oi’ 
Denver who knew him in college de­ 
scribes him as a young fellow with 
am ple individuality, but w ith nothing 
that made him stand out from among 
his classmates as fitted 
to do great 
things. 
Every one knew bim, for his 
characteristics were of the stam p that 
leave a lasting impression, but be was 
never a leader. 
A hard worker in class 
politics and in fraternity matters, he 
never was singled out for any high 
offices. 
He was an indifferent student 
and 
leaned 
tow ard 
no 
particular 
branch. 
Nor did he ever take part in 
athletics, for he was too small for foot­ 
ball and too aw kw ard for baseball. 
In the days he was in Kansas univer­ 
sity, from I hmm to 1891, he was ungain­ 
ly in appearance and m aladroit in all 
his movements. 
This was due to his 
peculiar build, says the Denver R epub­ 
lican. 
He had broad shoulders and a 
large head. but his feet and hands were 
so small as to lie almost deformed. One 
of his greatest tricks was to put on a 
girl s glove, which, as a rule, he could 
do exceedingly easily. 
His shoes were 
not more than 
but this smallness 
of foot did not help bim when it caille 
to dancing, lf there was an opportuni­ 
ty to slip and f a :1 he invariably took 
it, and, being of a 
rather sensitive 
spirit, suffered m uch agony of m ind in 
consequence. 
H is height was 5 feet 2 
inches and led to his acquiring any 
num ber of nicknam es bearing on bis 
d im inutive stature. 
From his broad 
shoulders, big head 
and short, slim 
legs his friends called bim “ B a n ty ” — 
though they ad m itted at the tim e that 
he had none of the fighting qualities of 
th at animal. In fact, be wa.- inclined to 
tie conciliatory and had what temper 
he was cursed w ith splendidly under 
control. 
The boys were particularly fond of 
tw ittin g him on his am atory episodes 
Though not more addicted to th at sort 
of thing than his friends, he had his 
‘‘best g irls,” whom he took to dances 
and on buggy rides in the con vent ions. 
m anner of young Romeo. On this score 
for he made no secret of his doings in 
this regard, he was guyed unm erci 
fully 
He stiKid it all w ith a grit ana 
sei. command th at showed the quality 
f the man, if not the size. 
He was not a ladies’ man in actions, 
hut was such by spirit. 
Among the 
{iris of the school he had the re p u ta ­ 
tion of being the most gallant aud most 
sym pathetic of all the college boys. 
In 
his every action he showed a fem inine 
tenderness, which, however, he always 
tried to conceal, th a t made him a ttra c t­ 
ive to the opposite sex. 
He felt he was 
girlish. 
From long living on a ranch 
aw ay from other boys he was more or 
less his m other’s boy.

T O B A C C O IN LUZON. 


A F i n e q u a l i t y o f S u n a t m I* eaf C a n 
lip G r o w n S e a r A p a r r i. 
In a letter to the departm ent of state 
at W ashington Consul General Wild- 
man at Hongkong points out certain 
possibilities in the Philippines. 
“ D uring the past w eek,” he writes, 
“ a Mr Velge, who for years has lived 
in northern Luzon in the employ of the 
Oriente Tobacco company, arrived at 
Hongkong from Aparri. 
Aparri is the 
port in northern Luzon from which the 
bulk of the Manila tobacco crop is ship 
ped to the great factories in Manila 
Mr. Velge, who is an Englishman, in 
forms me that he has already thorough­ 
ly tested the soil with great success re ­ 
garding the growth of Sum atra tobac­ 
co. and has conclusively proved that its 
introduction is practicable. 
“ Mr. Velge had previously been en ­ 
gaged in tot acco planting in Sum atra, 
where the soil would produce a crop 
only once in seven or eight years, in the 
experim ents lie made in the province- 
of < .’ugayan, Isabella and New Biscay Ii* 
found th at the soil would grow’ a crop 
every year, producing a leaf 15 in* lo ­ 
in length, It was even ascertained that 
the new soil w’as too rich, and that the 
old soil that has been under cultivation 
for some years produced a thinner and 
stronger leaf. Although the experiments 
were so eminently successful, the whole­ 
sale cultivation of theH nm atra leaf was 
never undertaken because of the ob­ 
structive policy of the Spanish regime. 
“ Mr. Velge estimates th at one acre of 
this ground will produce from 6,000 to 
10,000 plants, or trees, as they are tech­ 
nically termed. One native is consider­ 
ed ca[>able of planting and harvesting 
one acre. 
He is paid for his services iii 
the cultivation of Manila tobacco about 
$10 (M exican) for every IOO pounds of 
tobacco that is accepted by the ware- 
onses. 
'l ins means an income for him 
throughout the year of about 25 cents 
(M exican) per diem. 
“ Of course at the date of w riting 
there is almost nothing being done in 
the tobacco raising provinces, as the 
ports are closed and their m arkets are 
shut off 
Men w ith money who are on 
th** ground when the country is thrown 
open aud lit** and property are safe can 
realize large returns by investing in 
these rich tobacco lands; also in laying I 
a railroad 
line 
through 
them from I 
A parri so u th .”

An interesting relic of early Japanese 
history has .inst been received at th* 
Church Missions House, Fourth av en tit 
and East Twenty-second street. New 
York, from the Rev. A. D 
Gring, a 
missionary of the Domestic and Foreign 
Missionary society of the Protestant 
Episcopal church,now resilient in Kioto. 
Japan. 
The relic consists of a rough 
fragm ent of stone, like granite, out of 
which has been carved the form of a 
hum an or divine personage, which was 
apparently an object of worship in one 
of tne temples of the city 
In the process of digging a deep well 
for the use of St. Agnes' Episcopal 
school, in Kioto, says the New York 
Sun, the workmen came upon this stum 
w ith its rem arakble sculpture and care 
fully hoisted it to the surface. 
The 
stone itself, upon one side of which the 
image has been cnt, is about three fen 
long a n d a little over a foot in diam eter 
According to the Rev. Mr. Gring. the 
donor, the image is a sculpture of Suga 
wara-Michisane, who has been called 
the Confucius of Ja[>an. and is not I* si* 
than 1,094 years old. Sugawara-M ichi 
sane belonged to one of the most dis 
tinguished families in Japan, about th* 
ninth century of the C hristian era, and 
was rendered famous by the great in 
terest he t*M>k in prom oting the cause of 
education among bis people. Many tem 
lies were erected in his honor aud stud 
ents worship his spirit as the patron 
god of letters aud literature.

Wu Ting Fang, who Is China's en­ 
voy extraordinary aud minister pleni­ 
potentiary, not ouly to the United 
States, but also to Spain, returned to 
New York the other day on the St. 
Louis from his first visit to the court 
in Madrid. 
He was met at the pier by 
Chung I’ao Ii si, the Chinese consul at 
New York, aud was driven to the Chi­ 
nese consulate at 26 West Ninth street, 
where he hud luncheon with the cousul 
and several members of the Chinese le­ 
gation at Washington, who had come 
on to welcome him back to America. 
The minister speaks English fluently 
and surprised some of his hearers at 
the consulate by his keen observation 
of manners aud customs. When asked 
by a representative of the New York 
Sun how the Spanish i>eople were tak­ 
ing their defeat, he said; “Speaking un­ 
officially and only as a quiet observer 
of the people while In Spain, I should 
say that the Spanish people fully real­ 
ize the mistake they made in getting 
into a war with the United States. 
They are becoming reconciled to the 
new conditions, and the more Intelli­ 
gent class are taking the m atter philo­ 
sophically, feeling that in having made 
the best defense possible In the circum­ 
stances Spain had maintained her na­ 
tional honor.” 
“Do the Spaniards think that It will 
take the United States long to sup 
press the insurrection in the Philip 
pines?” was asked. 
“That is still a tender question with 
many of the Spanish people. 
They do 
not wish to predict trouble for the 
United States. 
But the Inability of 
the Spanish arm y in the Philippines to 
capture Aguinaldo’*) forces leads many 
Spaniards to believe that the United 
States has entered upon just as diffi­ 
cult an undertaking as Spain had on 
her hands at the close of the war. 
Others, who seem to appreciate the 
greater capacity of the United States 
for succeeding In any military under­ 
taking, predict that it will be easier for 
the United States to restore order and 
tranquillity In the Philippine Islands 
than it would have been for Spain to 
have quelled the insurrection. 
But. as 
I said, it is a delicate question, and in 
official circles in Spain the m atter was 
not discussed with me. 
One evidence 
of the philosophical manner In which 
the Spanish people are accommodating 
themselves mentally to the new state 
of affairs is the respect with which 
Americans are 
now 
treated 
every­ 
where In Spain. There is no such feel­ 
ing in Madrid against Americans to­ 
day as there was during and at the j 
close of the war. 
The fairness with j 
Which the Spanish prisoners, from Ad- J 
mini! Cervera down, were treated by j 
the United States authorities is largely 
responsible for this return of good feel 
lug. 
The soldiers, a# they spread 
among their people, told of their treat­ 
ment, and it had a wholesome effect ! 
with those who formerly thought that > 
the Americana, if victorious, would > 
show little mercy.” 
Minister Wu said that It was his first 
visit to Madrid. 
He would have gone . 
last year to present his credentials to 
the queen regent, but when the war 
broke out he thought the time Inappro­ 
priate. 
He sent a representative to 
take charge of Chinese Interests in 
Spain. 
The 
minister said that 
he 
would not visit Spain every year un­ 
less there should be some necessity for 
his personal attendance at the court of 
Madrid. 
•’China’s interests with the Untied 
States are growing so rapidly,” con­ 
tinued the minister, “that it will be 
necessary for me to spend most of the 
time at Washington. 
Americans are 
beginning to realize the great cominer 
cial vnlu 
of a closer intercourse with 
China. 
The America^ trade In Chint 
is Increasing faster In proportion than 
that of the English, as was attested by 
Lord 
Charles 
Beresford 
recently
